Sncb waa the optlmtetlc declaration ot 
Archbishop Qulgloy last night bctoro the 
Children of Etary sodality at the Holy Nana 
parish school, Chicago avenue end Case 
atreeL The occasion ivas a reception given 
to the Archbishop by 'Ihe memberv of the 
sodality, and the prolate was tbe only man 
in a gathering of SOO*women. 

Tho archblehop was Introduced in a brief 
epeech by tbo Rev. John J. Code, who then 
disappeared, leaving tho archbishop alone 
among the women of tbo eodaUty. Hie open¬ 
ing words were devoted to a series of grace¬ 
ful eompllmcnts to his hearera 

rinds Chicago as Bepresented. 

*' Before I camo to this city 1 had heard 
that Chicago people were given toboaellng," 
he aald. *' Now I fear I am coming to be 
something ot a boaster myself where Chicago 
It concerned. Since I have been here 1 have 
found Chicago just as the boosters hod rep¬ 
resented It. 

** It Is true X have seen lUile ot the city. 
They have kepi mo so busy up at my resi¬ 
dence 1 have not had time to aoe Chicago. 

I have hardly been downtowa yoL 
X am looking forward to the time when I am 
going to go down Into tbo city all alone and 
become lost In Chicago. 

** However. 1 have had the opportunity to 
SCO a few of the churches and schools In tbo 
diocese, and I have gained soma Idea of 
what a magnificent, big Catholic city Chi¬ 
cago la Since I camo here 1 have visited 
Joliet, and In that dty 1 visited one of the 
parochial schools. It was the first time 1 
had scan a parochial school in tho wesU 

America to Buie the World. 

** Within twenty years this country Is 
going to rulo tbe world. Ivlnga and emper¬ 
ors will soon pass away, and tho democracy 
of tiio United States will take their place. 
The west will dominate tho country, and 
what 1 have scon of the western parochial 
schools has proved that the generation which 
follows us will bo exclusively Catholic^ When 
tho United States rulce the world tho Cath¬ 
olic chufclt will rulo the world. 

*' Tlio peopio of the cost do not know of 
tho* Importance of Chicago In the west. The 
Catholics know that Chicago is one of tho 
great Catholic centers of tho world. In 
fifty years Chicago will be exclusively Cath¬ 
olic. * The same may bo said of greater New 
York and tbo chain of big cities stretching 
across tho continent, to San Francisco. 

*' It has never forced Itself on mo—this 
convlctlon^as it has since 1 have been In 
Chicago. 1 am simply overcomo by it. 1 
am not tiling you this to flatter you. 1 
mean what 1 say. 'When 1-tee what Is go¬ 
ing ou 1 am more than pleased. Nothing 
can stand agaJnat^ the church. I*d llko to 
soo the politician who would tr>' to rulo 
against tho church In Chicago. His reJgn 
would bo short Indeed.
